"Rowing  on  the  River" 

Rochester's  63rd  Memorial  Day  Boat  Race

Just  as  family  vacations,  outdoor  barbecues,  and 
beach-bound  sunbathers  are  a  sure  sign  that  we're  on  the 
threshold  of  the  summer  season,  the  traditional  Memorial 
Day  Boat  Race  on  the  Mattapoisett  River  has  become  a 
milestone  for  the  end  of  the  winter  doldrums  since  1934. 
And  this  year  was  no  exception. 

Despite  a  mixed  bag  of  weather  over  the  long 
weekend,  Monday  morning  brought  warmer 
temperatures,  peeking  sunshine,  and  82  registered  boaters 
to  the  mouth  of  Grandma  Hartley's  Reservoir  in 
Rochester  at  8:30  in  the  morning  to  take  the  arduous  ride 
down  river  to  the  Herring  Weir  off  Route  6  in 
Mattapoisett.  And  once  again  the  race  also  drew  its  fair 
share  of  onlookers,  anxiously  searching  for  their  family 
members,  friends,  and  neighbors  to  pass  under  the  Old 
Arch  Bridge  and  make  their  way  down  the  home  stretch. 

An  annual  tradition,  the  race  is  open  to  persons  of 
all  ages  and  is  limited  to  two  persons  to  a  boat.  There  are 
divisions  for  men,  women,  junior  boys,  junior  girls,  co-ed 
and  a  parent/child  division  (child  to  be  under  14  years 
old).  Junior  division  teams  consist  of  both  contestants 
under  14  years  old.  All  boats  must  be  hand-crafted  and 
made  entirely  of  wood  and  must  meet  certain 
specifications.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  May  27  at  7.00 
pm  by  Chairman  John  DeCosta.

In  recommending  Ms.  Saraiva  as  a  special  police 
officer,  Chief  Scott  noted  that  she  is  the  first  member  of 
the  Marion  Police  Department  to  have  passed  the  new 
physical  requirements  under  state  law.

Dickerson  added  that  the  horn  will  only  be  sounded  if  the 
commanding  officer  sees  fit.  When  a  fire  call  or  alarm 
comes  in,  a  tone  will  be  sounded  through  the 
department's  beeper  system  giving  the  location  of  the  fire, 
and  then  the  horn  will  sound.  "The  problem  they've  been 
having  is  that  the  horn  sounds  while  the  dispatcher  is 
giving  out  the  location,"  Selectman  Dickerson  said.

Converse's  "The  Moorings"  is  in  essence  a  link  between 
the  past  and  the  future.  The  spirit  of  Elizabeth  Taber  and, 
hopefully,  that  of  some  child  to  whom  music  could 
become  a  part  of  life,  may  be  joined  together  in  the  rebirth 
of  Marion's  Music  Hall.  Those  of  musical  talent,  the  kind 
that  endures  to  live  on  from  one  generation  to  another, 
can  in  the  restored  Music  Hall  relight  the  candles  that 
carry  their  glow  so  far  into  the  years  ahead. 

As  far  back  as  1862,  Walter  Johannes  Damrosch 
was  born  to  Leopold  Damrosch  of  Prussia  and  as  the  son 
of  a  noted  musician  he  followed  in  his  father's  path  when, 
in  1925,  he  conducted  the  first  symphony  concert  over  the 
air  in  the  USA.  Several  years  later  he  joined  the  National 
Broadcasting  Company  and  organized  the  NBC  Music 
Appreciation  Hour  for  school  children. 

Walter  Damrosch,  who  lived  until  1950,  left  a 
legacy  of  his  gentle  voice  picturing  each  composer  as  a 
person  and  then  the  message  in  their  music  whereby  the 
little  children  understood  and  learned  to  love  what  was  in 
the  composer's  heart  from  the  folk  songs  to  the  arias  in 
opera.  Perhaps  that  is  the  legacy  Elizabeth  Taber  had  in 
mind  when  she  arranged  for  the  Music  Hall  in  her  will. 

Perhaps  also  the  concert  at  the  Converse's  home 
will  spark  not  only  the  need  for  chairs  and  curtains  at 
Marion's  Music  Hall,  but  lead  others  onward  toward 
filling  the  Music  Hall  with  all  the  children  of  Marion  that 
they  may  better  share  in  the  music  of  the  operas  and 
symphonies  of  life.

TICKS 

Last  year,  my  dog  got  10-20  ticks  a  day.  How  can  I  stop  that  from 
happening  this  year? 

Your  veterinarian  may  stock  Preventic  tick  collars.  These 
collars  will  minimize  the  number  of  ticks  that  get  embedded 
in  your  dog.  A  new  product  called  Frontline  is  available 
from  your  veterinarian  as  a  spray  or  drops.  Frontline  will 
kill  ticks,  as  well  as  fleas,  on  dogs  and  cats  for  a  month. 

How  can  I  remove  the  ticks  that  he  gets? 

Grasp  the  tick  near  its  head  with  tweezers  or  a  tick  spoon 

and  pull  gently. 

Can  tick  bites  make  my  dog  sick? 

Unfortunately,  ticks  carry  Lyme  Disease  and  Rocky  Moun- 
tain Spotted  Fever,  both  of  which  are  very  common  in  this 
area.  The  most  common  symptom  of  these  diseases  in  dogs 
is  lameness.

Through  a  Community  Partnerships 
grant,  the  Old  Rochester  Regional  School  District  has  been 
able  to  assist  families  with  working  parents  in  paying  for 
the  care/education  of  their  three-  and  four-year-old 
children.

Poverty  Point,  the  oldest  village  settlement  in 
Fairhaven,  is  the  scene  of  the  next  Office  of  Tourism

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Spielberg's  monsters 
prowl  and  stalk  in 
darker  Lost  World

■  The  Lost  World:  Jurassic  Park.  Starring  Jeff 
Goldblum  and  Julianne  Moore.  Directed  by  Steven 
Spielberg.  Running  time:  134  minutes.  MPAA 
rating:  PG-13.  At  Cinema  8  in  North  Dartmouth. 

The  original  Jurassic  Park  isn't  Steven  Spielberg's 
favorite  movie,  and  it  isn't  mine,  either.  It  had 
ingenious  computer  effects  —  I'll  never  forget  the  first, 
terrifying  appearance  of  the  T.  rex  —  but  it  took 
forever  to  get  going,  and  Spielberg's  timing  seemed  to 
be  off.  He  was  too  awestruck  by  his  creations  to  deliver 
a  fast,  scary  monster  movie.  Well,  Spielberg  has  lost 
some  of  his  awe.  The  Lost  World  is  darker,  funnier,  and 
more  visually  seamless  than  Jurassic  Park.  It's  Spielberg 
in  fine  form,  getting  down  to  good  old  primal  terror. 

One  reason  I  prefer  The  Lost  World  is  that  Jeff 
Goldblum,  a  witty  but  underused  supporting  player  in 
the  first  movie,  is  here  pushed  to  the  center,  where  he 
belongs.  His  Ian  Malcolm,  discredited  and  bitter  after 
the  debacle  on  Isla  Nublar,  is  stunned  to  learn  that  a 
research  team  has  been  sent  to  the  neighboring  Isla 
Soma,  where  the  dinosaurs  were  first  created.  Among 
the  researchers  is  Malcolm's  paleontologist  girlfriend 
Sarah  (Julianne  Moore),  so  Malcolm  must  plunge  back 
into  the  nightmare.  Goldblum's  fearful  cynicism  is  a 
great  running  gag;  he  can't  believe  he's  going  through 
this  again. 

Spielberg  and  writer  David  Koepp  round  out 
Malcolm's  team  with  sharp  casting  choices.  In  place  of 


the  original's  two  bratty  kids  (who  have  cameos  here), 
there's  Malcolm's  whip-smart  young  daughter  Kelly 
(Vanessa  Lee  Chester).  Vince  Vaughn  (Sivingers)  turns 
up  as  one  of  the  researchers,  and  Pete  Postlethwaite  (In 
the  Name  of  the  Father)  and  Peter  Stormare  (Fargo)  lead  a 
team  of  dino-hunting  mercenaries.  Still,  this  is  basically 
a  boys'  club;  the  usually  quirky  Julianne  Moore  gives 
the  same  eager,  awestruck  performance  every  other 
woman  has  given  for  Spielberg.  (It  happened  to  Laura 
Dern,  too,) 

The  Lost  World  is  Steven  Spielberg  in  his  ruthless 
cat-playing-with-a-mouse  mode.  A  sequence  involving 
a  trailer  dangling  over  a  cliff  (with  our  heroes  inside) 
seems  to  be  drawn  out  for  the  sheer  bullying  pleasure 
of  toying  with  us.  Spielberg  ups  the  ante  on  every  set 
piece  in  the  original:  two  T.  rexes  instead  of  one,  a  gang 
of  velociraptors  instead  of  two  (Spielberg  comes  up 
with  a  memorably  scary  image  when  the  raptors  stalk 
a  hunting  party  through  some  tall  weeds).  The  beasts 
are  so  relentless  they're  funny;  like  the  shark  in  faxvs, 
they  just  keep  coming  at  you.  So  does  the  director. 

Some  people  (i.e.  parents)  have  grumbled  about 
the  increased  violence.  The  movie  is  no  gorier  than  the 
first  one,  but  Spielberg  works  with  a  borderline  sadistic 
glee.  He  loves  the  apocalyptic  spectacle  of  the  T.  rex 
bashing  into  cars  or  ripping  people  in  half.  Yet  the 
creatures  aren't  evil;  they're  just  big,  hungry  animals 
—  morally  neutral  death  machines.  Spielberg  has 
learned  to  stop  worrying  and  love  the  raptor. 

By  the  time  a  T.  rex  runs  amok  in  the  streets  of 
San  Diego,  the  movie  has  given  up  any  pretense  of  plot 
or  character.  Not  that  it  matters.  The  Lost  World  is  a 
symphony  of  suspense  and  momentum  —  a  perfect 
guilty  pleasure.  It  isn't  about  anything  but  Steven 
Spielberg's  hearty  appetite  for  destruction.
